I, Kazuyoshi Ichihara, hereby declare: 

1) That I am one of the inventors of the instant 
invention, and 

2) That the experiment given below was carried out under 
my general direction and supervision. 

1) Comparative Experiment 1 

H(CF 2 ) 6 CH 2 OH (66-40 g, 0,20 moles), 55% nitric acid 
(68.7 g, 0.60 moles) and FeCl 2 ' nH 2 0 (0.0010 g) were placed 
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into an autoclave containing a 200-ml SUS316 (stainless-steel) 
pressure vessel having stirring blades, a thermometer 
protection tube and an insert tube, and equipped with a 
pressure gauge, a safety valve and a supply line from an 
oxygen bomb. Oxygen was fed into the autoclave until the 
pressure reached 0.3 MPa gauge. Then the mixture was heated at 
125 °C with stirring for 9 hours, H(CF 2 ) 6 CH 2 0H did not react at 
all and was recovered unchanged- 

2) Consideration 

In the reaction for oxidation of fluoroalkyl alcohol 
with nitric acid, if oxygen is fed at the beginning of the 
reaction as in Comparative Experiment 1, the reaction does not 
proceed- In contrast, if oxygen is fed not at the beginning, 
but in the course of the reaction as in the Examples of the 
specification of this application, the required amount of 
nitric acid can be reduced to a stoichiometric amount or less 
relative to the fluoroalkyl alcohol and the reaction pressure 
can also be controlled.
